3. Claims 1, 3, 5-18, 29, 31-35 and 37-40 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The responses 
dated 06/04/08, 04/04/08, and 10/24/08 have placed the instant application in a 
favorable condition for allowance by overcoming all of the outstanding 
rejections/objections set forth in the Office Action dated 03/18/08. The submitted IDS 
has been carefully reviewed, considered and recorded as the prior art. Nevertheless, 
the prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly shows or 
suggest a claimed method and apparatus for selecting a mixed media communication 
format at a portable device for an incoming call comprising, among other limitations, a 
novel and unobvious limitation of determining a preferred format based on location 
conditions of the portable device including a velocity of the portable device (claims 1 , 5- 
14); prompting a user of the portable device with an option to only receive text format 
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based on receiving the indication of a high system capacity (claims 15-18); and based 
on location conditions of the portable device including signal strength of the portable 
device (claims 29, 31-40), structurally and functionally interconnected with other 
limitations in a manner as recited in the claims.
